The appropriation of the last Legislature for the benefit of this 
Institute was much below.the amount believed necessary for the 
true interests of the school, but feeling bound by the action of 
the Legislature, the Trustees have strictly confined their expen- 
ditures to the matter of current suppért, and are enabled again to 
present the Institute to the Legislature free from all indebtedness, 

By reference to the reports of the Secretary and Treasurer it 
will appear that there have been subject to the order of: the Trus- 
tees the following sums, viz:

Hence in-Ahe tio 
last repotts'of this Board to your Excellency, the Trustees were 
induced to urge the erection of a suitable work shop for these un- 
fortunate boys. Another year’s experience but deepens the con- 
viction of this Board, that such a building is an imperative neces- 
sity, to give that full usefulness to the school, which the people;of 
the State have a right to expect. 

The building at present used for a work shop is totally unfit and 
wholly inadequate. The Trustees trust your Excellency will rẹ- 
new his recommendations of last year to the Legislature, in ref: 
erence to this matter. 

The Trustees last year urged upon the Legislature the impor- 
tance of making provision for lighting the Institute building by 
gas. The same reasons exist why this should be done now as 
then; but recollecting the expense unexpectedly thrown upon the 
State since the date of their last report, in prosecuting the present 
war, the Trustees have deemed it advisable to economize in all 
respects the expenditure of money, and to postpone thig matter 
till the State may be better able to render this aid. 

The Trustees present the following estimate of moneys to be 
appropriated by the next Legislature, for the support and benfit 
of the Institute, viz. : 

For the erection of a brick work shop.......................,. $9,500 
For current expenses till February 1, 1868.................. 10,000

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B., as Principal. Teacher in the Literary Department, in place of 
Miss M. S. Larned, who declined a re-appointment at the close of 
the last session, mainly on account of failing health and conse- 
quent inability to withstand the rigors of our winter climate. 

Miss Larned filled her responsible position with us very ac- 
ceptably for a term of.two years, and proved hereself to be pos- 
sessed of rare qualifications for s successful teacher of the blind. 
' Her loss will, therefore, be deeply felt by our school for a time, 
-at least. But strong confidence is felt that she will have a worthy 
suceessor in Miss Cowles, who bears a high reputation as a skill- 
ful teacher of the seeing, and who has entered with ardor upon 
the duties of her new position. l 

At the date of my last report, the number of the pupils upon 
the roll was thirty-three. Adding to this number nine new pu- . 
pils received since that date, we have forty-two as the total num- 
ber connected with the Institute during the year just closed. A 
catalogue of their names and residences will be found appended 
hereto. 

Of the number just mentioned, three have been honorably dis- 
charged, at their own request, after a sufficient stay with us for 
the accomplishment of their several aims ; and the names of three 
others have been stricken from the roll on account of prolonged

In the edu- 
cation of the seeing it is found necessary by long.experience to 
divide the work between the common school, the academy and the 
college or university. Can:we then, in the face ‘of this well estab- 
lished necessity, hope, in the education of the blind, to-success- 
fully combine these three establishments into one, and still further 
complicate the difficulty by superadding'a complete musical de- 
partment, together with a complex. manufacturing establishment ? 
If so, we attempt too much. with the limited means placed. at our 
disposal, and must signally fail in our laudable effort to place the 
"blind on an equal footing with the-seeing in the struggle for in- 
dependence and distinction, . AE ; 
"That the want of a more efficient system of manageinent than has 
heretofore been pursued in this matter, is keenly felt by many of 
our so-called graduates, I know full well,—whether said wantis or 
"js not appreciated by those whose province it is to supply it. 

I have said that the plan of sending.some of our:graduates to 
college, to make the work of their education more complete, was 
practised to some extent in other states; and-I would that it had 
‘been more generally followed. There would then have been among 
us fewer whose lot it is to mourn over deficient opportunities in 
youth and consequent failure in after life to realize a fulfillment 
-of their cherished plans for tlie attainment of useful independence. 

In the school depattment of our Institution, which is organ- 
ized under three: divisions, as explained in a former report, the 
"following branches were pursued during the last session, viz: -> 

In the third or primary division: Orthography, Reading, Writ- 
"ing, Arithmetic, Geography, and the elements of Music, with vocal 
„and piano practice, interspersed with occasional lectures and read- 
ings on common things.

No charge is made for the boarding and. instruction, of pupils 
from the State of Wisconsin, but‘all‘are expected-to come provi- 
ded with an adequate suyply of ‘goedjeomfortable clothing, which 
must be replenished from time to time, ds it becomes necessary. 

The stock of clothing should enibrace suitable articles for both 
summer and winter, and a sufficient dumber of «each Kind tọ admit

All the clothing must be xent'in good condition, not only upon 
the first entrance of the pupil, but also at each subsequent return 
from home after the vacation. " 

Each article should also be distinctly marked with the owner's 
name or initials, in order to prevent confusion or loss. 

It is'important that new pupils should enter upon their term 
of instruction at the commencement of a session, and itis expected 
of all others that. they shall be present at the opening of the 
school, and remain until it closes, on the last day of the session, 
unless prevented from doing so by sickness or other emergency. 
Tt is also expected that timely arrangements will be made for the

Tt must he borne in mind; howeyer, by. the friends.of. blind 

‘ children, that though they have the privilege of sending them. to 
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the Institute at a later period than the one mentioned as the best, 
yet it is of the highest importance that they should be sent within 
said period ; for, as they grow older, their neglected powers lose 
their susceptibility for cultivation, rendering the training more and 
more difficult, until they become wholly incapacitated for receiving 
such an education as will fit them fora life of usefulness, indepen- 
dence and happiness. It isnot uncommon to witness results of 
this kind, arising out of the morbid tenderness with which a blind 
childis frequentlyregarded by his friends, rendering them unwil- 
ling to entrust him at the proper age to the.care of strangers, lest 
some harm should befall him. Indeed every year’s experience but 
serves to indicate more clearly, the lamentable prevalence of this 
unjust neglect; as there are constantly applying for admission into 
the several institutions of the country, those whose melancholy lot 
it is to lead a life of hopeless ignorance and dependence, but who 
might, ‘with. proper training, in early youth, have bepomo happy 
and ‘useful members of society, maintaining themselves comfortably ' 
and respeotably.  .
